DEADLY PLANE 
CRASH IN RUSSIA 

2 EX-BLACKH AWKS AMONG 43 KILLED; 2 PEOPLE SURVIVE

Former Blackhawks defenseman Alexander 
Karpovtsev and center Igor Korolev were 
among at least 43 killed when a plane car- 
rying a Russian professional hockey team 
crashed moments after takeoff Wednesday 
Karpovtsev and Korolev, both 41-year- 
old natives of Moscow, were assistant 
coaches for the Lokomotiv Yaroslavl team 
in Russia’s Kontintental Hockey League. 
The team was going to Minsk for its sea- 
son-opening game Thursday 

“We stand together with the entire 
KHL, NHL and hockey world in mourning 
today’s tragic news involving members of 
the Lokomotiv Taroslavl hockey team,” the 
Blackhawks said in a statement. “The trag- 
edy affects the Chicago Blackhawks family 
directly as we mourn the loss of Alexander 
Karpovtsev and Igor Korolev.” 

The Lokomotiv roster included players 
from 10 countries, including several former 
NHL players. Its head coach was longtime 


NHL defenseman Brad McCrimmon, who 
took the Lokomotiv job in May 

According to wire service reports, Rus- 
sian officials said there were two survivors, 
Russian player Alexander Golimov and a 
crew member. 

Yaroslavl is on the Volga River, about 
150 miles from Moscow. 

“This is the darkest day in the history of 
our sport,” said Rene Fasel of Switzerland, 
president of the International Ice Hockey 
Federation, in a statement on iihf.com. 

Karpovtsev was the Hawks’ second- 
highest-paid player, at $3.1 million a year, 
when they traded him to the New York 
Islanders for a fourth-round draft pick 
March 9, 2004. 

In disappointing seasons with the 
Hawks, Karpovtsev had a succession of 
injuries that limited his playing time. He 
appeared in 53, 65 and 40 games during the 
first three seasons and just 23 before being 
traded late in the fourth, when ankle sur- 


gery had sidelined him for eight weeks. 

Karpovtsev played all or part of 12 seasons 
with five NHL teams before finishing his ca- 
reer with two seasons in the KHL. He had 
34 goals and 154 assists in 596 NHL games. 

The Hawks traded Bryan McCabe to 
Toronto for Karpovtsev at the end of the 
2000-01 preseason, when the Russian 
could not come to contract terms with To- 
ronto. 

At the time, Karpovtsev was considered 
one of the league’s best shot blockers. Two 
seasons earlier, he had a plus-38 rating in 
56 games for the Maple Leafs. 

Korolev played with the Hawks for one 
full season, 2001-02, and parts of the next 
two seasons at the same time as Karpovtsev 

Karpovtsev and Korolev went to school 
together and played together for nearly all 
of their pre-NHL careers in Russia. They 
came to North America after the 1991 col- 
lapse of the Soviet Union gave freedom of 
movement to Russian players.

Plane hit 
antenna

A plane carrying a hockey team with interna- 
tional players, including some NHL veterans, 
crashed as it took off Wednesday afternoon 
from Russia’s Yaroslavl airport, killing at least 
43 people, Russian emergency officials said. 

The Yik-42 aircraft was taking players for 
Lokomotiv Aaroslavl— one of Russia’s lead- 
ing hockey teams— to Minsk, the Belarusian 
capital, the Russian aviation authority said. 

An aviation agency spokesman, Sergei Iz- 
volsky, said the crash occurred around 4 p.m. 
local time during takeoff because the plane 
couldn’t reach a safe altitude fast enough. 

The aircraft collided with the antenna of 
the airport beacon, fell to the ground and 
broke into several pieces and caught fire, Iz- 
volsky said. 

The Aakovlev Aak-42 was in proper tech- 
nical order, the Russian Federal Aviation 
Agency’s press officer said. It went through 
cursory maintenance service before departure 
to Aaroslavl and fully complied with all safety 
standards, he said. The last time it underwent 
regular maintenance service was Aug. 16. 

The plane was manufactured in 1993 and 
was certified airworthy until Oct. i. 

Russian President Dmitry Medvedev in- 
structed the country’s Investigative Com- 
mittee and other law enforcement agencies 
to probe the crash. 

Prime Minister Vladimir Putin also asked 
Transport Minister Igor Levitin to go to the 
scene to organize efforts to examine the 
cause of the crash. 

The crash came as an international po- 
litical forum opened in Yaroslavl, with par- 
ticipants expected to include Medvedey the 
prime ministers of France, Spain and Italy 
and South Korean President Lee Myung-bak.

On a scale from bad to worst, the Chicago region 
ranks No. 3 among the “least painful” urban areas 
for commuting on Earth based on the emotional and 
economic tolls caused by traffic congestion, a new 
study reports. 

In the fourth annual IBM survey subjectively mea- 
suring “commuter pain” among people in 20 cities on 
six continents, only 19 percent of Chicago-area com- 
muters said their performance at work or school has 
been compromised because of traffic over the past year. 

That compares with an average of 43 percent in 


the other cities. In Beijing, only 14 percent of respon- 
dents said traffic snarls have not negatively affected 
their educational or work product. 

“This isn’t a survey of cities from best to worst. 
This is a survey of cities that all have serious com- 
muter pain issues, from really difficult to really really 
bad,” said Michael Noblett, a business solutions ex- 
pert for smart transportation at IBM. 

“Because Chicago would be shown being one of 
the lesser of the most painful cities on the planet by 
no means indicates that things are good,” he said. 

Other research based on commuting and travel-

time data has consistently placed the Chicago area 
in the top three most-congested regions in the U.S. 

In the IBM study, 10 percent of the 406 Chicago- 
area residents who participated in the survey said they 
never have been stuck in traffic during the past three 
years. Who are these people, and do they ever venture 
beyond their cul-de-sacs? The study did not say 

Some 39 percent in the Chicago region said they 
were delayed a half-hour and 27 percent said they 
were stuck in traffic an hour. Only about one-third 
of the other survey participants reported delays of 
30 minutes or less, the study said.

Two West Side community areas each recorded 
three homicides in the past week, a RedEye 
analysis of preliminary police data found. 

In North Lawndale, a 27-year-old man was 
shot to death Tuesday in the 1800 block of 
South Kedzie Avenue, one day after an 18-year- 
old man was fatally shot in the 1300 block of 
South Kildare Avenue, police said. On Sept. 1, a 
32-year-old woman was stabbed to death in the 
2800 block of Roosevelt Road, officials said. 

The West Side community area has recorded 
10 homicides so far this year. North Lawndale 
logged 17 homicides last year, RedEye data 
shows. 

In East Garfield Park, an 18-year-old man and 
a 34-year-old man were shot to death Saturday 
in the 2900 block of West Adams Street, police 
said. On Aug. 31, a 17-year-old boy was fatally 
shot in the 700 block of South St. Louis Avenue, 
officials said. 

East Garfield Park has recorded 10 homicides 
so far this year. The community area logged 11 
homicides last year, according to RedEye data. 

Meanwhile, Austin saw two homicides in the 
past week. A 33-year-old man was shot to death 
Saturday in the 5400 block of West Division 
Street, police said. On Friday, a 3-year-old 
Austin boy was stabbed to death in the 5000 



Street, officials said. 

Citywide, gunshot homicides also were re- 
corded in the past week in Auburn Gresham, 
Chicago Lawn, Englewood, Greater Grand 
Crossing and Riverdale, data shows. 

Also, a 19-year-old man was stabbed to death 
Saturday in the 1100 block of West Wrightwood 
Avenue in Lincoln Park, police said. 

August ended last week with 36 homicides, 
down from 60 homicides in August 2010, 
RedEye determined. 

Thirteen homicides have been recorded so 
far this month. Police recorded 31 homicides in 
September 2010, RedEye found.

Few women in CEO seats 



D BOSTON For advocates of gender equality, this 
week’s ouster of two of corporate America’s 
most powerful women served as a reminder of how 
little progress U.S. companies have made in promoting 
women to executive positions. 

In particular, ^hoo’s decision to fire Chief Execu- 
tive Carol Bartz by phone pointed out how few women 
had made it to the top of companies tracked in the 
Standard & Poor’s 500 index. 

That roster dropped to 17, a little more than 3 per- 
cent of the total, after Bartz’s exit. The news came late 
Tuesday, the same day that Bank of America removed 
Sallie Krawcheck as head of its global wealth and in- 
vestment management business. 

“While the ouster of a number of top Wall Street 
women cannot necessarily be tied directly to the glass 
ceiling or sexism per se, the numbers aren’t good,” said 
Deborah Ancona, a professor of organization studies 
at the Massachusetts Institute of Technology’s Sloan 
School of Management. “Women fill a minority of top 
leadership positions in corporate America.” 

While women represent about half of the nation’s 
white-collar workers, their numbers thin as one looks 
up the organizational chart. 

They represent just 14.4 percent of executive offi- 
cers at Fortune 500 companies, according to data from 
Catalyst, a nonprofit organization that advocates for 
women in business. 

The number of women at the top of S&P 500 com- 
panies has inched up during the past decade, from five 
in 2001 to 18 at the end of 2010, according to data from 
executive search firm Spencer Stuart. 

“If you want to call that progress, I think that’s pret- 
ty bad,” said Deborah Soon, a senior vice president at 
Catalyst. “That’s an ‘F,’ quite frankly”

After last season’s heartbreaking loss to the 
Packers in the NFC championship game, it 
might be difficult for Bears fans to welcome 
a Wisconsin football player with open arms. 

And with offensive lineman Gabe Carimi, 
Bears fans are going to need very long arms. 

The former Wsconsin left tackle, who 
signed in July, stands 6-foot-7 and weighs 
314 pounds. No surprise, he says he prefers 
“fat kid food.” 

And yet he can move— quickly Last year 
he helped the Badgers become the fifth best 
scoring offense in the nation and earn the 
team its first Rose Bowl berth in ii years, los- 
ing in a nail-biter to TCU. 

Carimi, 23, also started in 49 games he 
played at Wisconsin and won the 2010 Out- 
land Trophy awarded each year to the top in- 
terior lineman. 

And at the NFL combine in February he 
declared himself “the No. i tackle out there.” 

“Fm a physical roadblocker. Fm just a hard 
worker,” Carimi told RedEye last month. 
“[My goal] is just [to] constantly progress and 
become a great player.” 

But he didn’t exactly dominate in the pre- 
season. He struggled when he switched to 
right tackle last month, starting with the 
Bears’ preseason game against Tennessee, 
losing his balance and garnering a false start 
penalty 


He also was flagged for a false start in the 
second preseason game against the N.Y. Gi- 
ants, though the offensive line fared better in 
that game, which the Bears lost 41-13. 

“The Giants game was a huge confidence 
booster for not only the offensive Hne, but for 
me and in their ability to protect me,” Bears 
quarterback Jay Cutler told reporters after 
the game. 

Carimi, who was born in Lake Forest but 
went to high school in Monona, Ws., also is 
having some trouble adjusting to Chicago. 

The rookie can’t find his beloved cheese 
curds or Spotted Cow beer— which is brewed 
in New Glarus, Wis.—in the city And when 
RedEye asked him whether he’ll support the 
Cubs or White Sox, he scoffed. 

“Sox. I would never root for the Cubs. I’m a 
Brewer,” he said. 

It’s this pro-Wsconsin attitude that may 
get Carimi into trouble with Bears fans. Just 
ask Lincoln Square resident Tom Hoban, a 
2005 Wsconsin graduate who served as the 
Bucky the Badger mascot for three years. 

Hoban, who grew up in Illinois, considers 
himself a split personality: a Wisconsin fan 
who cheers for the Bears. 

“Whenever the Bears play the Packers, I 
always know that’s a good week to stay off of 
Facebook because most of my friends from 
college will be kind of vocal,” said Hoban, 29. 
“I won’t wear the Chicago stuff to Wsconsin 
events or vice versa, really” 


Hoban said former ^?Gsconsin hockey for- 
ward Adam Burish, who served as captain for 
the Blackhawks and now plays for the Dallas 
Stars, helped pave the way for Wisconsin- 
cum-Chicago athletes. But Hoban added that 
the environment is still tough. 

He hopes Chicago will embrace Carimi, 
whom he calls “the big man.” 

“He’s fun to watch,” Hoban said. “That 
whole [2010 Wisconsin] offensive Hne was so 
much noticeably bigger than any defensive 
line they Hned up against. Yon had an idea 


about the outcome.” 

Size aside, Carimi stands out for other rea- 
sons. 

He’s nicknamed “The Jewish Hammer” 
and “The Bear Jew” (a riff off an “Inglourious 
Basterds” character) because of his devotion 
to Judaism. In college, he fasted before games 
for high holidays, relying on an IV hours be- 
fore kickoffs. 

But Bears fans need not worry about his 
eating habits. After he was drafted, Carimi 
said he had checked the calendar and saw

You know those records that you know noth- 
ing about at first but listen to practically on 
repeat after discovering? That’s the place I’ve 
been for the past few weeks with “Ordi- 
naire,” an expanded version of the debut EP 
from this electro-pop act that was born in 
Chicago but now calls Grand Rapids, Mich., 
home. Our city’s loss is our ears’ gain. 

The record is a consistent stream of dance- 
able intelligence; it’s not often that people 
enjoying a fantastic party record can actually 
get something out of the lyricism if they stop 
and listen. 

Frontman Ultramark (really that’s what he 
goes by) frequently sings about feeling a lack 
of control, either because the world is crazy 
and highly influences us (the singable, tight 
yet epically beautiful “Jungles”) or because 
he’s uncomfortable and chattering nonsense 
(“Parrot”). 

Bouncy energizing and often sweet (on 
“Cutie Boots” Ultramark movingly declares, 

“I want to hold you till it feels like it’s been 
long enough to stop saying I miss you.”), “Or-
